Premier Thanom also ordered 
the armed forces to remain at 
their posts, on guard against 
am attempt to create disorder. 
A medical bulletin said Sarit 
died ot k idney and heart com­ 
plications following aggrav ation 
of chronic liv er trouble. He be­ 
came ill Nov . 11 and the U.S.- 
Army surgeon-general, Lt. Gen. 
Leonard Heaton. had been at­ 
tending him since his condition 
worsened Nov . 28. 
An Army man since the age 
of 20. Sarit in 19 47 joined in the 
coup that returned Field Mar­ 
shal P. Pibulsonggram to the 
premiership. 
Ten years later, 
following the normal pattern for 
Thai politics, he led a coup that 
ousted Pibul and exiled him to 
Japan. 
Shortly after, Sarit s cirrhotic 
liv er sent him to Walter Reed 
Hospital 
in 
Washington. 
Tha­ 
nom, also an army career offi­ 
cer, headed the gov ernment in 
his absence. 
While 
Sarit 
conv alesced 
in 
Florida and 
England,

19 5. Sarit hurried home, pro­ 
claimed martial law. suspended 
the constitution, dissolv ed the 
National

He had maintained that con­ 
trol ev er since, pursing a policy 
of militant anti - communism, 
close ties with the United States 
and economic dev elopment of 
the country to counter commu­ 
nism's attractions.

This republic now starts a momentous 
experiment in government under Presi­ 
dent Johnson. Its importance should not 
be slighted in the hustle-bustle of day-to- 
day government. 
Never before has a chief executive been 
a professional legislator. American presi­ 
dents have been state governors, military 
heroes, public servants, academicians, dip­ 
lomats. Sometimes they have been former 
m em bers of the House of Representatives 
and the U.S. Senate. But never before has 
there been a U.S. president whose entire 
adult life was prelude and preparation 
for presidential efficacy.

ence.” And what do you get? Silence. 
Next comes a general or special elec­ 
tion, and the best laid plans of our elected 
officials go down the drain. So our duly 
elected officials sit there, dumfounded, 
wondering what hit them. 
The whole purpose of this letter is 
to 
remind you that whenever public officials 
have a formal meeting in this country’ 
to 
spend our money you and I are entitled 
to be there and to question the procedure. 
And even though we may not be able 
to attend, the official minutes of any such 
meeting are open to any taxpayer who 
wants to look for sk ullduggery. 


AS OLD newspaper reporter, you and I 
are familiar with the tactic of a closed 
meeting wherein a public body tries to 
arrive at a decision on some particular­ 
ly touchy issue. Such closed meetings oft­ 
en are referred to as “ star cham ber” 
meetings 
and newspapers are fond 
of 
roasting them However, when and if the 
results of such meetings ever become ef­ 
fective they must be spread on the pub­ 
lic record where any interested citizen or 
taxpayer can see them. That's the law. 
Not one penny of tax revenue can be 
spent without the k nowledge of anyone 
who wants to tind out about it

vigilance is the price of liberty.

Now that the public mind has 
calmed 
after 
a 
confusion 
of 
tongues following the deplorable 
death of President Kennedy, it's 
time to consider the reality. The 
guilt, so far as we k now, was 
not collective or the result of a 
conspiracy. It’s a case of police 
efficiency, of security of those 
responsible for the safety of the 
President and of new measures 
that can be tak en to prevent 
any 
similar 
tragedy 
in 
the 
future. 
Wisely, the new President or­ 
dered the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to gather all the 
facts. 
The State 
of 
Texas 
is 
in­ 
vestigating. 
And to prevent congressional 
committees from running off in 
all directions, the President has 
created a commission to assess 
the facts and mak e a report. 
As 
Charles 
Evans 
Hughes 
once said. “ Guilt is personal.” 
This is true except in cases of 
mob violence, and this crime 
was clearly not that of a mob. 
Whether there was a conspir­ 
acy of which the assassin was 
the instrument is a matter for 
determination, although it does 
not seem lik ely at this time. 


THE QUESTION of security 


goes beyond the protection of 
the President and other public 
officials. It also concerns the 
presence in our midst of dan­ 
gerous characters who are dedi­ 
cated enemies of public order 
and of our institutions. 
Our population also has with­ 
in it a generous number of de­ 
mented 
individuals, 
dope 
ad­ 
dicts 
and 
criminally 
inclined 
who are completely nonpolitical 
but dangerous. 
I d e n t ification. surveillance, 
and control of these is the job 
of public authority. But many 
people who should k now better 
have tak en this matter into their 
own hands or, shall I say, their 
own mouths. 
Among these are individuals 
who believe in collective guilt. 
We have been told that Dallas, 
or Texas, or the United States, 
or “ all of us” are guilty. Some 
have rushed into print, or over 
the air waves, even onto pulpits. 
This has been an evidence of 
dangerous 
irresponsibility. 
It 
could have been foreseen be­ 
cause it has followed other such 
tragedies in the past. 
The Voice of America rushed 
into its worldwide broadcasts, 
minutes after the criminal act. 
the allegation that Dallas has 
been the center of “ the extreme 
right wing.” 


This 
was 
deleted 
in 
later 
broadcasts 
but 
it 
gave 
the 
Kremlin 
something 
to 
use 
against the United States. 


AN ATTACK on Dallas and 
the right wing has been im­ 
plicit in excited voices even aft­ 
er the identity of the assassin 
was 
measurably 
established 
Two well-k nown professors of 
history 
have 
encouraged, 
in 
print, this prejudice against dis­ 
senters. 
One of them, whose history 
textbook s are widely used in the 
schools, said the state of the 
public mind today in the United 
States “ may be” even worse 
than when Lincoln was k illed 
This is arrant nonsense, since 
in April, 1865, bloody civil war 
still prevailed in people's minds 
although mass murder had been 
stopped. 


To 
equate 
political 
dissent 
with hate and violence is to 
strik e at an American principle 
which requires constant debate 
on national policies, no matter 
who is in public office. 
A Dallas minister of the Gos­ 
pel received great publicity for 
himself by 
indicting his own 
city. 
No more “sham e" attaches to 
Dallas than guilt might be at­ 
tributed to Washington for the 


death of Lincoln or Garfield, or 
to Buffalo when McKinley died. 
The minister buttressed his 
“ argument” against Dallas by 
say ing that chiidren in a Dallas 
school “ cheered” when the news 
of the crime was announced. 
But 
I 
k now of an instance of 
this k ind in a Northern city 
that claims to be the conscience 
of the nation. 


SUCH 
COLLECTIVE 
indict­ 
ments are in themselves a form 
of mob violence. They do not 
destroy hate. They are the very 
seeds of hate. 


We must recognize this crime 
as a 
matter for greater of­ 
ficial vigilance. In two previous 
instances of presidential assas­ 
sination security measures were 
lax. The guard assigned to pro­ 
tect Lincoln left his post and 
gave Booth his chance. McKin­ 
ley's very 
capable secretary, 
George Cortelyou. begged his 
chief to cancel the public recep­ 
tion where he was later mur­ 
dered. 
But 
McKinley 
insisted 
upon his exposure. 
We don't k now all the facts 
about the assassination of Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy 
but 
the meas­ 
ures to get the facts ‘ak en by 
President Johnson may help to 
clarify this job of irresponsible 
accusations. 
VD Hits Nation's Youth

WASHINGTON—iNEAt - Dr. 
William J 
Brown, of Atlanta, 
Ga , has the job of seeing that 
syphilis is eradicated in the Un­ 
ited States within the next 10 
years. He think s it can be done 
at a cost of around $100 million. 
As chief of the venereal dis­ 
ease branch of the U.S. Public 
Health Service, his chief line of 
attack will be to get thousands 
of state public health investigat­ 
ors track ing down every hidden 
case of syphilis in the United 
States. 


This 
means 
visiting 
100.000 
doctors every six months and 
another 130 000 doctors once a 
year for the next 10 years, per­ 
suading them to report all their 
syphilis cases 


It means personal interviews 
with every one of the 20.000 
new 
syphilis victims 
now 
reported 
each year and tracing and in­ 
terviewing the estimated 40.000 
to 80.000 other new victims each 
year who k eep their illness a 
secret. This will probabh mean 
500.000 to 750.000 interviews in 
the next decade 


IT MEANS FINDING, 
on e 
way or another, the quarter of 
a million or more wno secretly 
—many perhaps unk n wn even 
to themselves—have latent 
or 
congenital syphilis. 


It may involve requiring hos­ 
pitals to routinely give 
blood 
tests to all patients, stiff 
new 
lectures in the public 
schools 
and selling tougher parent-im­ 
posed standards for teen-agers.

Little Relief For Canker Sores 


One of the most annoying of 
life’s minor 
afflictions 
is 
the 
common canker sore. T h o s e 
feel misery all 


B r a n d s ia d t 


out of propor­ 
tion to the lit­ 
tle white sore 
spots in one’s 
mouth. 
My pleasure 
in passing al­ 
ong w h a t 
I 
thought was a 
hopeful treat­ 
ment for can­ 
ker sores 
re­ 
cently 
h a s 
turned to disappointment. 
On 
the basis of medical reports I 
recommended trying iododeoxy- 
uridine 
(trade 
name Stoxil). 
This, it now seems, was a mis­ 
take. This is used only in treat­ 
ing ulcers of the cornea of the 
eye resulting from the s a m e 
cause as canker sores, 
herpes 
simplex. 
So to those who have called 
me sharply to account for this 
false hope, I apologize and give 
assurance that I am still on a 
hunt for the answer to canker 
sores. 


SOME BABIES, as a result 
of a birth injury often associat­ 
ed with an unusually difficult 
delivery, 
have 
a 
wryneck. 
Sometimes the mother can feel 
a hard lump in the muscles of 
the neck on the affected side. 
This is a blood tumor and it 
may persist for several weeks 
after 
which 
time 
the clotted 
blood in the muscle will 
have 
been 
replaced 
by 
nonelastic 
scar tissue. 


If a baby is found to have a 
wryneck, massaging the neck 
on the affected side and gentle 
pulling of the head toward the 
opposite side should be d o n e 
several times a day. Often this 
is all that is needed to prevent 
the deformity from becoming 


Q—My 5-year-old is chronical­ 
ly constipated. He has a bowel 
movement every 4 or 5 days 
and then only if I give him fig 
juice every day and an extra 
helping of prunes every two or 
three days. It doesn’t seem to 
affect his appetite or sleep and 
he has no pain. What would you 
suggest? 


A—In some persons it is nor­ 
mal to have a bowel movement 
only once or twice a week. 
The fact that your son eats 
and sleeps well suggests that 
he 
may 
be 
such 
aperson. If 
when his bowels move the stool 
is not unduly hard and difficult 
to pass, he is not constipated 
in the true sense of the word. 
Your policy of giving him fruits 
and fruit juices is the best way 
to prevent true constipation.

Faces Congress Next Year 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Extens ion 
and 
expansion 
of 
housing legislation is one of the 
major 
new 
problems—not 
a 
hold-over from this year—that 
Congress will have to deal with 
in 1964. 
Public housing and urban re­ 
newal sections of the $6 billion 
omnibus housing bill passed by 
Congress in 1961 will expire next 
year. 
College housing will have one 
more year to run, and the vet­ 
erans’ direct home loan pro­ 
vision 
has 
two 
more 
years. 
But there are a number of new 
housing problems to face 
The National 
Association of 
Home Builders estimates there 
will 
be 862.000 
new families 
formed in each of the next three 
years, rising to over a million 
a year from 1967 to 1970. 
The increase in the number 
of 20-to-22-year-olds in the last 
four years of this decade is 
expected to create a new high 
demand in multifamily rental 
units. This demand has been 
increasing since 1960, reducing 
single-family 
home 
ownership 
proportionately. 


A L L 
THESE 
CHANGING 
factors force housing experts 
to do some pretty sharp calcu­ 
lating on the volume of con­ 
struction to prepare for in the 
next few years. 
Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator Robert C. Weaver 
probably will release the gov­ 
ernment’s official estimates ear­ 
ly in December. 
F. W. Dodge Corp. already 
has made its prediction of a 
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isting U.S. housing—the base for 
all the new construction—De­ 
partment of Agriculture’s an­ 
nual Outlook Conference in Wa­ 
shington has turned up much 
interesting data. 
Of the 58 million occupied 
housing units reported by the 
1960 census, one-fourth had been 
built during the preceding 10 
years.

One surprise finding is that 
21 per cent of rented and 9 
per cent of owner-occupied hous­ 
ing sheltered a person living 
alone. Half of these people were 
over 60 years of age.

SAN QUENTIN, Calif. <A P)- 
Anto nio Ditardo , who lived in 
San Qu entin Priso n fo r 43 years 
and rep eatedly tu rned do wn o f­ 
fers o f p aro le, died in his sleep 
Su nday. 
The native o f Italy wo u ld 
have been 89 Jan. 17. Ditardo 
had served mo re time in the 
p riso n than any o ther man no w 
there. 
Ditardo was co nvicted o f kill- 
in his wife in San Jo se, Calif., 
Feb. 13, 1920. after a q u arrel 
abo u t mo ney. Two mo nths later, 
he beg an a life term, rejected 
by friends and family.
